Hon. Mr Mitchel stated that he 


had given the matter consideration 
and had come to the conclusion thee 
nothing could be done by the gov- 
ernment and that Decaux would have 
to stand his trial for murder at the 
assizes, 
History of Case 

The affair originated with the death 
of a miner at Taber. The unfortunate 
man met his death by being struck by 
one ofsthe truck cars which bear the 
ore from the mine, and Decaux was 
accused of starting the car on  pur- 
pose so that it would strike the dead 
man, Tle was immediately arrested 
and a coroner's jury which investigat- 
ed the matter brought in a verdict 
which contained the statement. that 
there was no evidence on which to 
connect Decaux with the death of the 
man. 


Action After Verdict 


Subsequently the mounted. palice 
swore out information before Inspect- 


or Belcher, of the mounted police 
and Deeaux was again taken into cus- 
tody. 

Hon. Mr. Mitchell stated that an 


exoneration by’ a coroner's jury does 
not mean an acquittal, as the proceed- 
ings before such a jury are only for 
inquiry, and that if any evidence is 
forthcoming which shows that some 
person is guilty of murder, then the 
police must act and arrest the guilty 
parties if possible. In the case of De- 
caux, the man was re-arrested after 
some facts came out in the investiga- 
tion by the coroner's jury, which the 
mounted police thought were a basis 
for a case. Decaux is alleged to have 
threatened the dead man and that 
there was hard feeling toward the lat- 
ter owing to his being a non-union 
worker, constituted enough evidence 
against Decatsx on which the mounted 
police might lay a charge The main 
point is that the charge was laid in 
the regular manner after the jury had 
rendered its verdict of accidental 
death, and that the detention of De- 
caux, on that acount, is legal.

Look at Nova Scotia. It is losing its 
parliamentary representation simply.

faster in population and raises the 
unit of representation faster than 
these eastern places can follow it.

for ‘Sir Wilfrid’s policy of immigra- 
tion the West would still be an uncivi- 
lized prairie country inhabited by In- 
dians almost exclusively. 

Second Transcontinental 

“Seven years ago Laurier said to 
the people of Canada that the second 
transcontinental railway should be 
built. ‘The Tories were opposed to 
the scheme, but as things have turned 
out today more railways will have to 
be built and day by day new lines of 
steel are creeping across from ocean 
to ocean. It is the boast of every Lib- 
eral that no Tory has ever ventured 
to slander Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
furthermore that all Liberals are 
united under one of the leading states- 
men of the world. 

“The Liberal government is one 
which realizes the needs of the ‘West 
and what is more it is filling these 
needs. ‘We ask you to stand behind 
our leader and 1 believe that when 
the time comes the West will not dis- 
appoint our expectations,” 

Minister of Railways 

Hon. George P. Graham, ‘Minister of 
Railways and :Canala, remarked hu- 
morously in opening that he had nev- 
er been so favorably impressed with

after hearing Sir Wilfrid’s comment 
on it. He also. complimented the 
Wesetrn ladies on their. ruby lips and 
red cheeks which he stated were duc 
to the exhilarating (Western winters.

‘be satisfied until transportation is pro- 
vided for everybody in the Dominion, 
Tt will not be very long now until the 
G. T. P. and iC. N. R, will run from 
ocean to ocean. 

“In regard to the G. T. P.'1 may say 
that it will cost millions of dollars but 
who will begrudge the cost of say 
that the money is wasted? As soon as 
the G.I. P, is completed freight rates 
will be reduced and money will go in- 
to the hands of the producer and ex- 
porter which now goes to the rail- 
Toads, 

Solve Live Stock Problem 

“T think that the Hudson Bay Rail- 
Way will solve the live stock problem 
ior when this line is completed West- 
ern live stock wil! be taken on board 
Vessels at Fort Churchill after only 
about 24 hours’ confinement in hot, 
stuffy cattle cars. Tibelieve that in the, 
years to come the Edmonton district 
will be a dairy country and the Hud- 
son Bay route will make it possible 
then for the Western dairy products 
to be shipped to the motherland and 
other countries in first class condition. 

“T also have a vision that even when 
all the proposed railways are built the 
country will be so far advanced that 
people will be crying for more roads 
and I think that before many years 
another great railway will be running 
through the Peace River district and

“Who will say,” he continued, “that 
the building of railroads is a mistake? 
The present government has spent 
great sums of money in railread con- 
struction but the Canadian nation can 
stand it and if the work is stopped 
Canada wiit cease to go ahead’ 

“Last year there was a surplus of 
twenty million dollars and Canada’s 
national debt is very small, ‘The 
amount of money brought in from the 
United States last year, if continued 
for four years would be enough to 
wipe out Canada’s entire national 
debt. No people in the world have 
prospects as bright as the citizens of 
the Dominion and let us not look on 
the future with the eyes of a pessi- 
mist but rather with those of an op- 
timist and do every thing in our pow- 
er to make this country of ours the 
best in the world. 

The great meeting was closed by 
the singing of the National Anthem 
and Sir Wilfrid Laurier led the audi- 
ence in three cheers for the King. 


NO PROOF YET ON 
MURDER CHARGE 


So Says Arthur Newton, Dr. Crip- 
pen’s Counsel, When Inter- 
viewed in London 


London, August 9.—When question- 
ed to-day regarding his defence of 
Crippen, Arthur Newton said: 

“I know as a fact that it is not true 
that’ he has confessed to murder and 
T am now busily preparing mv de- 
fence. 

“T have written for the usual per- 
mit to inspect the Crippen house at 
Hilldrop Crescent and examine the 
remains, I shall take a doctor with 
me when viewing the remains. [ am 
confident ‘the prosecution ‘cannot 
prove that they are the remains of a 
woman as there are no bones. 

“IT have also written for copies of 
the depositions made by the witnessts 
at Bow Street Police Court, on which 
the British Government bases its 
sharges, J anticipate no difficulty in 
vettliig them. 

No Case Against Him. 

“My opinion is that unless there is 
evidence beyond what has been sug- 
gested in the newspapers, there is 
no case against Crippen. He is charg- 
ed with the murder of a woman 
What evidence is there that these 
are a woman’s remains? You can- 
not convict a man or murder if you 
cannot produce the. body—unless,. of 
course, he has been seen actually 
committing the murder. I shall not 
go to Canada, but as soon as Crippen 
lands at Liverpool I shall sce him. 

“T have not briefed anyone, as yet 
to defend. I shall conduct the police 
court case myself. Then, if he is 
committed, it will be time to. brief 
counsel for the Old Baily.’ 

Mr. Newton is a solicitor. In Eng- 
lish practice a solicitor may appear 
before a police magistrate, but he can- 
not plead before a judge of the High- 
er court, 

In the Higher courts defendant's 
cause must be conducted by a barris 
ter, who works from a brief sun 
plied by a solicitor and does not come 
in contact with even his own wit- 
nesses until they testify in court. The 
Old. Bailey is the Central Criminal 
Court, 

Does Not Believe Story. 

On being shown a cable despatch 
which reported that Inspector Dew 
had declared that “Crippen was a 
dead man in two months,” Mr. New- 
ton remarked. ; 

“T cannot understand what it means, 
unless Crippen is in bad health. I 
certainly do not believt Dew intended 
to convey the idea that Crippen may 
be ‘hanged in ‘two ‘months.

Dr. Samuel A. Knapp, of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, has 
evolved ten rules that he calls “Che 

‘en Commandments of Agriculture,” 
or the successful cultivation of the 
soil. The following agricultural de- 
calogue is set forth in thg followin: 

1—Prepare a deep and thoroughly 
pulverised seed bed, well drained; 
break in the fall to a depth of 8, 10 
or 12 inches, according to the soil, 
the subsoil to the surface (the fore- 


going depths should be reached gra-{f 


dually), 


2—Use seed of the best variety, in- 
telligently selected and carefully stor- 
ed. 


3—In cultivated xrops give the 
rows and the plants in the rows a 
space suited to the plant, the soil and 
the climate. 


4—Use intensive dillage Guring, the 
growing of the crops. 

5—Secure a high cdntent of humus 
in the soil by the use of Tegumes, 
barnyard manure, farm refuse, and 
commercial fertilizers. 

6—Carry out a systematic crop ro- 
tation with a winter cover crop on 
southern farms, 

y—Accomplish more work in @ day 
by using more horse power and bet- 
ter. implements. ; 

8—Increase the farm stock to the 
extent of utilizing all the waste pro- 
ducts and idle land of the farm. 

9—Produce all the food required 
for the men and animals on the farm. 

1o—Keep an account of each farm 
product in order to know from what 
the gain or losss arises.”

The arrangement is a good one be- 
cause the crop thus eaten off is much 
better for the land than being plowed 
under while the soil is sé dry. 

“The little farm well tilled’ that 
has been ignored so long in Southern 
Alberta looks good to the real estate 
booster and publicitv men these days. 
The fellows who have been ever ready 
‘to go up in the air’ at the first 
introduction that the farmers in the 
short grasss districts of the province 
should keep in mind the importance 
of conserving ‘moisture, have fared 
about the same as did the Trishman 
who fell from a ladder with a hod of 
bricks, |“[they got ah... of a bump.” 

The farmers in the bushy districts 
are also exposed to certain dangers. 
The conditions of this year, which 
chaneed to be ideal for them, will 
not. last always. The seasons will 
come which will keep crops growing 
late and expose them to dangers from 
frost, and he is a short-sighted man 
who models his conduct after the ex- 
perience of one year rather than a 
series of years, 

The average rainfall of the north 
is no greater than that of the south 
but it is distributed more evenly 
throughout the growing season. In 
wet years the crops get too rank, late 
rains prevent them from maturing 
and they are frosted, not because frost 
comes earlier north than south, but 
because the crop is not as ready to 
receive it. 

Farmers can safeguard themselves 


crops, and they should uo so,
